The Law-giver 
hath an eye to what 1s yoluntarie and unyolunta- 
rie; tothe former by the rule of diſtributive ju- 
ſtice, hee ſets out rewards and puniſhments ;. to 
the latter, neither reward nor puniſhment: How 
then does God puniſh the ſin of the firſt man in 
his poſteritie, thar perſonally had done neither 
go0d nor 1112 How could they conceive, and 
bring forth fin, who yet themſelves werenot con- 
ceived, orcall-it a ſin; ſhall it be a mortall ſin? 
Tupac gv04 3Jls emming, Whoblames a man for be- 
ing borne blind? That does the Judge of the 
great Court of heaven andearth: and ſurely the 
Almightie does not pervert juſtice, it is not with 
him as with thoſe Romane Prztors, Jus dicunt, ' 
cum iniqua decernnnt :- Forlike, as bya politicall 
union, many families become one body civill, fo 
by participation of the ſame ſpecificall nature, 
wereall men as One mans and like as the a&ts of 
any part of the body, as thefr, or murder done 
by the hand, doe not aſcribe it to that part, bur as 
it is moved by thar firſt and univerſall motive 
principle, the will ; ſo is not that firſt ſin layd to 
us, as ſeyerall perſons, bur as perſons and indivi- 
duals meeting in theſame univerſfall nature, total-

Now Iproceed tothe ſuf- 
ferings: Democritzs and the Epicure, whether 
flattering corrupt manners with promiſe of im- 
punirie, or trembling ro joyne wrath with omni= 
porencie, gave our, that God was nor angrie at 
all,but thar he ſate in Heaven a Diſpenſer of good 
things only : The Poer ſang of an age that knew 
not whether Tove could thunder-or no, and wee 
have heard of anage, when God as yet had nor 
entered into judgement with the ſons of men, 
when death had no more name, than it hath reall 
nature, when mans labour was his pleaſure, =

life contempl:tion, and his dwelling Paradiſe, 
But oh, 73 ary £35 axols ex 0vey ae3rigxe) aduuiny gigey, 
The very name of 1roy is dolefuli , how nach 
more of Paradiſe, it adds ro our miſery, fince 
we have loſt the thing, ro keep thename, which 
at this day ſounds nobetter, than to the Mariner 
ſone unhappy place in the ſea, famons of old for 
the notorious wrack of ſome goodly veſſel], 
Well, wee are now unparadiſed, turned out of 
_ ourpleaſant walks, and muſt fill ro our work, we 
muſt eat our bread in the ſweat of our face, this is 
our ſentence, whereinconfider, firſt the aCt,eating 
of bread; ſecondly, the qualificatin of rhis act, 
in ſweat of thy face. Man 1n his innocencie had 
nota body intrinſecally immorrall, bur a narurall 
and elementary body,compoſed of the fame prin- 
ciples with ours, and ufing for the reparation of 
natare food, though not uſing the very ſame wich 
nsz hee was toeat, though not ro eat in ſweat : 
And thoagh he was not (as Szares layes) in alite- 
rall ſenſe ro eat bread, by reaſon of the toyle in 
tillage, in ſowing, in reaping, in grinding, yer 
was hee, as the wordis meant in my text, to eat 
bread, it being raken here for all manner of ſuſte- 
nance: and here I cannor paſſe by that ridiculous 
conceit of ſome Rabbins, who from rhis yery 
word bread, doe gather that God condemned all 
men to jog after the plow, a thing which could 
not ſtandeither with the nature of man, or with 
the wiſdome of God. | 
Ideclare it thus : Thelight of nature, a beame 
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of that intelligible and eternall Son, was not ſer 
out by the fall of man, this lighted men our of 
caves and rocks into ſocieties azconomicall and 
politicall: Poliricall have for their end 9% avroputer, 
ſelfe-ſufficiencie, never to bee found, if all men 
were plow-men: the multitude of our defes 
muſt be ſupplyed hy the multitude and varietie of 
Arts and Arrificials g ſince then God gave mana 
naturall appetite ofacivill and ſociablelife, which 
appetite being naturall, is not in vaine, nor yet 
was loſtby ſin; for Cazz, an hainovs ſinner, buile 
the firſt Cirie, it had nor ſo well fared either 
with the nature of man, or with the wiſdomeand 
goodnefle of God, to have adjudged all men to 
that one condition of life z beſides, what had be- 
come of Sciences, liberall Arts? Had not been 
mechanicall,rude,and inchoate manners as court= 
ly as old Zvarder found them among the wild 
Aborigines, the whole world had been benighred, 
darkneſſe had beene on the face of the earth, A. 
gyptian darknefſe, and yetnot felr, and God him- 
ſelfe had ſcarce found an unblemiſhable Levite to

Thus much de fgro, the word, or the name 
now de ſignato, or the thing ſignified s Man is a 
continuall ACtour, the Sun rifeth and ſers upen 
his aGion ; waking, he moves, heares, diſcourſes, 
and when his externall ſenſes are locktup, his ve- 
getative facultie isat work, and his fanſie dreams; 
the whole man here never reſts, nay, ler it ſeeme a 
paradox, I am ſure it is true, there is no reſt in 
Heaven. Thegrand Stoick denied motion, I deny 
reſt. Butyet take this diſtinction, Reſt 1s either a 
meere ceſſation from aCtion, a ſimple not opera- 
tion, -or a ceflation from ſome action that wea- 
ried the Agent: there is a great deale of diffe- 
rence betweene theſe two. In the former ſenſe 
God reſted the ſeventh day, from produftion of 
new ſpecies: In the latter it was not poſlible for 
him toreſt. In the former, man in all his facul- 
ries, all at once, isnever atreſt - Inthe latter, hee 
1s in the time of ſleep, in this ſenſe our God wils 
neither perpetuall labour nor reſt, it was his pro- 
vidence that.the Heavens ſhould move, that di- 
vers parts of the earth might be diſpoſed by the 
inflnence of divers ſtars ; upon this motion fol- 
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lowes a neceffarie viciffirude of day and night, up- 
on that a vicifſicude of reſt and labour: theſe rwo 
Gcd hath wiſely. knir together, intending the 
one for the lazation, yet continuance of the o- 
ther, i11:) avdmwors were Tis weppiag, T he finall cauſe 
of reſt is labour: Ariſt. Ethic, 10. Now penall la- 
bour, there isa continuall ſucceſſion of thefe two, 
the end of the one 1s the beginuing of the other ; 
the one is from juſtice, the other from mercie: 
Now let CAnaxagoras look up, and ſee whether 
heaven be, G- & aidwy, all of ſtone, 

To be, is good; but to be doing, 1s the good 
and end of being : wee perfect our ſelves by a&i- 
on; for the defects af nature are ſupplyed by ha- 
birs, and habits acquired by actions, which ſolong

Theſe painfull ations which my text cals for,

would not doe ir, but to favehis life, ſeteing rhe

maintenance of happineſfe ; ſuppoſing then thar

we efficaciouſly will this end, orhappineſſe; wee 
neceſſarily will theſe penall ations, as meanes to 
theend, . no other way to be purchaſed. For our 
condition is not like that of the Lillies, which are 
cloathed and ſpin not; nor that of the little 
Lambs, whom their morhers bring forth in rhe 
mountaines, wrapt in naturall rags againſt the in- 
juries of the aire ; neither is it with us,as they ſay 
it was with Mercxry, who was borne in the mor- 
ning, found playing on the late arnoone, and dri- 
ving of oxen at night: weeare firſt infants, then 
boyes, then youths ; how many are the wants of 
theſe ages © and when wee come to be men, wee 
efpy more, andare fajneco double our paines, the 
more our knowledge is, the more intenſe are our 
deſires, and our defires employ our members ; the 
vaſt capacitie of our ſoules, and chr large wills 
adde much to our trayaile; the appetite of bruits 
is terminated here below, ours ranges about the 
earth , the ſea, the aire, attempts heaven with 
waxen wings,mounts up to Angels,to God him- 
ſlfe, and reſts nat there ; which very unreſtineſſ, 
though ir be full of anxietie (Nox enim eſt abſg;:2 
dolore quod aliquis perfeFionem appetat : CAquin. 
Comment. on Ethic.) ſeeme to me wondertully 
to exalr man above other creatures, that whereas 
they aldiſport themſelyes in ſomeſlender rivulers - 
of good, onely man looks to that boundlefſe and 
botromleſſe deep, the Deirie of his Maker, not to 
be ſounded, not ro be compaſt. | 
Youhaye heard the _— that God hath paſt

on the ſons of men, and that an heavie ſentence, 
yet we thinks eaſier than if he had condemnedyus 
ro doe nothing, this dgyia, this Sar@- 7H; 1395, as 
Ariftotle termes it,contradiCts not only the nature 
of the ſoule, whoſe verie being is tobe, and whoſe 
well being is to be well doing, buralſo the whole 
nature of things : Covld a man ſtand in Delph, 
which Coſmcgraphers call Ymbilicum' terre ; the 
very navell of the earth, and turne his eyesto all 
poſitions of place, ro'the right hand, to thelefc, 
behind, before, above, and beneath, hee ſhould 
find them all meer,and conſpire to ſmorher,or ex- 
poſe this ſpurious or ſuppoſtarions brar,and-ſhall 
man father ic, and harbour itinhisboſomee: 

Goe to the little Bees, thou ſluggard, Palos wel 
triduanos ad penſam vocant, they -ſert their little 
ones their taſk at three dayes old ; nec in ſeneFute 
in fuces degenerant, neicher turnethey Drones in 
their cld ages. Next turne cothe Anr, and ſeeher 
wayes, whatare thoſe wayes ? Aſk the naturall 
Hiſtorian, E#iam per ſaxa & ſilices veſtigia vis 
deas & ſemitas, Thou mayelt find her ſteps and 
paths upon che hardeſt flines : So often does thar 
lictle, yer exemplary. creature, trudge this way 
and that way, backward and forward, to ſtore 
her earthy granarie , and keepoff a winter fa- 
mine. | 

Now if there be any to whom God hath dealt 
ſoliberall a portion of theſe temporall goods, as 
that they need nor labour to prevent either want 
or cold, or famine, even to theſe alſo do preach 
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In the ſweat of thy face ſhalt thou cute: thy bread 
they thar fir on high, ſohigh, that the poor be- 


low ſeeme ds wiewns, Ao bigger than Ants, ſayes 
Lucian, are not alway to fie (till, qualitie and con= 
dition exempt not from labour, but from the 


manner of labour; and therefore does Solomon. 
fer the Spider, that embleme cf induſtrie, in 


thar ſhe ſpins her Web out of her owne.bowells, 
to ſpin evenin.the : Courts of Princes, though.

Why now ſhovld the ſluggard yet fold his armes? 


why ſhould hefor fortie, fiftie, ſixtie yeares reſt 
thoſe bones to whom nature. owes ſo long areſt? 
farely his ſoule is crept into his bodie to the ſame 
end that Epimenides did. into-his Den, toſleepe 
out ſixty yeares : he forgets how long areſt he is 
like totake in the-grave, hee and all rhe travellers 
oftcheearth ;let:the poore Iabouring man, he that 
grinds in the Myll,. the hireling, whoſe. paines, 
are trebled by the {ins of great ones , ſolacehim- 
ſelfe with this, that this day-ſhall end in a night, 
not like the nights of the yeare, which after a few.

Thus much of orft ſufferings : the rerme of ſuf- 
fering followes in theſe words, Ti# thor returne 
to the earth : where you may takenotice of foure 
things : the firſt implyed our comming from the 
earth : the ſecond expreſt our returne to the 
earth : Firſt, as the end ofevills : Secondly as it 
ſelfe an evill.

Burof allthe works of God, of all 
the parts of this great whole, there is nor one miſ- 
ſing, not one growne feeble with time, or thar 
ſtoops to age. I have: {eene: the heavens painted 
on LMt1gs his ſhoulders, but me thought he made 
a filthy ſowre face. There is one, and but one, 
ſufficient for this, hee that caſt the mountaines in 
their mold, and weighed them ina ballance,' hee 
thatſtretcht forth che heavens as a'curtaine, and 
ſpreadthemlikea tent ro dwell in, : 
.-: Fourthly, by the neat linking of cauſes with 
themſelves, and with their effes, by the voyce of 
the heavens; fortheir ſound is gone our into all 
lands, fince their creationhavethey both day and

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nighr preacht thejr Creatour, Nox verbornz, ſed 
rerum eloquentia, ayes the Father, Not with elo+ 
quence of words, but of things. 

Laſtly, inthis great volume of Nature, what 
page ſoever they turned, they might (as in a faire 
print) read a God. So that to them that never 
ſaw the books of Meſes, as Pagans and Heathens, 
who never read that in the beginning, God crea- 
red the heavenand theearth, it will be damnati- 
onnotto know a God. Forlike as though God 
had never ſaid, Thow ſhalt not kill, or, Thou ſhalt 
not ſteale, it had beene fin to rake that which is 
not a mans owne, or to ſhed mans bleud, becauſe 
the voyce of Nature cries loud againſt ir (and 
therefcre was Cain guiltie cf murther, before the 
Law was given in Sina; againſt murther.) So 
though God had never revealed himſelfe, yer not 
to have knowne him, had beene inexcuſable igno» 
rance, uſually called in the Schoole, 7gnorantia 
wincibilis , Ignorantia prave diſpoſitionis, Igne= 
rantia privatiza: that 1s, the abſence of that 
knowledge, which though we have not, yet wee 
might, and oughr tohave had. | 

Butin us there can beeno ſuch ignorance, the 
night is paſt, and darknefſe is no more upon the 
face of theearth, weall know him, wee ſpeake of 
him, wee ſing of him, wee confefſe him with our 
pens, our words, our prayers, and daily oathes;, 
when wee are but in onrcradles, wee are taught 
tocall God Father, and while wee hing on. our 
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mothers breaſts, t© {»y , 7 beleew? in God. 
But becauſe to know od, and proceed no fur- 
ther, is like Moſes from Iviomnt Nebs, to havea 
view of the land of Canaan. but ro dye before he 
| could ſet foot in it, becauſe we know God 4s wee 
| | are men, bat remember him as we are god men : 
therefore Inow proceed from the ſupp::ſed act, 
the knowledge of God, to that other explicice 
a&, theremembrance of him. 
The good aftions of men are cf ſmall continu- 
ance.and ceaſe to be ſo ſoone as theireffe& is com- 
pleat, like as naturall motion ceaſerh when the 
forme is produced. If they continue for any time, 
they may thank the memorie of poſteritie, ihat 
faithfully records the noble aQtsovt her fathers, 8 
ſaffers not the ſame duſt that covers their bodies, 
tocover their names; by her they thar dwell in 
the duſt live,and the bodies of Martyrs ſhall bleed 
a freſh toall generations.it 1s ſhe that writes good 
deeds with a pen of iron, and makes the aQts of 
one age the hiſtorieand leCture of the next. 
Now inthis reſpect doe men call for a rexzere- 
ber , that ſeeing they themſelves have no long . 
parts to a& upon the ſtage of this world, when T 
the time comes they.muſt goe out, the curtainebe 
drawne,and they put off their upper clothes, their 
bodies, they may leave to this world their name 
behind them, toteſtifie that they themſelves had 
Fometimebeene here: bur in this reſpe&t cannot

That God is the Creator , and therefore Al- 
mighry,is matter of feare and trembling;but that 
he is thy Creator is matter of love, and thankfull 
remembrance. Did henot give thee a being ? yes, 
bur ſohe did roſtocks and ſtones. Did hee not 
give thee a ſouleand life * thus much hee hath 
done for beaſts and trees. But did hee not give 
thee a reaſonable ſoule? todente it were the beſt 
argument, that hee did nor. But in that hee hath 
given thee a reaſonable ſoule, remember this 
thing that he hath done for thee : The ſoule of 
Beaſts 15 from the earth, earthly; the ſoule of man 
fromthe Father of Spirirs, andis ſpiritaall ; che 
ſoule of Beaſts is bur for atime, and then dyes 
with the body, the ſoule of man lives after the 
body, and returnes to God that gaveit. 

Some of the old Philoſophers 'compare the 
-ſfoule of a man to a Circle ; for like as a Circle 
' returnes to the firſt poynt, and ends where it 
began, ſo the ſoule of man returnes to Gad from 
whomitbegan : to which may that bee well ap- 
. plyed which God fayes of himſelfe, 7 az the 
ay beginning 
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beginning, and I am the end. 

But now though it bee true that the wiſe 
men ſaid of old, that the ſfoule of man doth 
reſemble a circle ; yet 1s there ſome diſparitie 
and unlikenefle in the one and the other.; for e- 
very Circle returnes to the poynt from whence it 
begins, bur every mans ſoule doth nor returne ro 
God that gave it:for the ſouls of the wicked go 
out fromhim,. andareloſt im this world, and 
never returne to him againe : but the _— ot 
the juſtare like the Dove which: Noah {Gir out 
of the Arke, which finding no reſt for the ſole 
of her'foot, returned back againe, and hee par 
forth his hand and received her. In this doe 
the ſoules of good and bad agree, that they were 
all created by one and che ſame God, that they 
are all for a time tobe united to the body, that 
they ſhall all at the end of that time be ſeparated 
from the body, that they ſhall all put on the very 
ſame bodies which ſometimes they pur off; thar 
they ſhall all come to judgement ; and here be- 
ginnes the woefull and lamentable difference,

There isatime tobe borne,anda time to dye 
(ſayes Solomon) marke his language , here is 
birth and death, but noalke of life , as if in a 
new way of Philoſophy,he would make a paſſage 
ab extremo, ad extremum ſine medio, as if wee 
were to ſpring immediately our of our mothers 
wombe, our of our ſwadling Clouts into our 
winding ſheet. 

But ſuppoſe it were fo, that thou hadſta long 
leaſe of thy life.and wert forc't to go to thy grave 
as a ſheafe of Wheat into rhe Barne, ripe and in 
agood age : ſuppoſe thou hadſt a promiſe to ſee 
thy c:1ildrens children, and their Children, yer 
were it extreame impiety to deferre thy repen- 

tance 
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tance tothy later dayes, to give thy beautie and 
youth to rhy pleaſure,and thy wrinckles and gray 
hairesro thy God. Haſt thou nor read, hath 
it not beene told thee, that God will have no 


pleaſure in thy leavings, the halt, thelame, the 


bleare-eyed, and theblind, are theſe fit offerings 
on his Altar? 
Beſides, how unjuſtis this, co play away the 
ſtrength of thine age, and then to lay the burden 
of all thy ſinnes upon thy old and decrepit age, 
which God knowes isa burden to it ſelfe, whoſe 
knees tremble and ſhake under as many diſeaſes 
as ſinnes. O Lord, that back that ſo ſtoops un- 
der threeſcore yeares , how ſhall ir ſinke under 
the ſins of threeſcore yeares 2 the ſinnes, I ſay, 
whoſe weight hee full well knowes, that calls to 
us, Come unto mee all you that are heavie laden ; 
for this I call heaven, and earth , and hell ro wit- 
nefſe , for the earth ſank under the ſins of Corah, 
Dathan, and Abiram : the firſt finne weighed the 
apoſtate Angels to hell ; and now is another hell 
tcothem, and the ſinne of man weighed. downe 
from heaven to earth : The Son of God , who 
on the Mount of - Olives ſweat drops of bloud, 
under the-load of our iniquities, and when hee 
bare them onthe Crofſe, hee cryed out in the 
anguiſh of his ſoule, heaven and earth beway- 
ling the extreame weight that Jay upon him, for 
the Sunne ſhuthis eye, and the whole Land of 
Turie became as a cloſe mourner ; for it was 
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- wrapt ina blacke Mantle. of Darkneſſe from 


the lixt even unto the ninth houre : is this then a 
burrhen for rhine old age ? for crazie and faint 
Iimbes* thenleta Pigmie, a Dwarfe, cwitchup 
Mount Z#traatthe roots, and ſtrat away with 
it on his ſhoulders. 

Beſides all this , doebaut thinke of the many 
and-certaine miſeries .of that age ; Nonius 
'Marcel/us .coats three places .out of Cexccins, 
Pacuvinus , and Titinnins, where ſenium is 
put for Ma!nm, at if it were one and rhe ſame 
thing tobeold and miſerable : adde hither the 
decay of Senſes, conſcience of an ill-ated life , 
the feare to dye ,' and yet wearineſſe to live, 
with Chiliads , and Tiads, more of evills, 
Miniſters to the firſt, I tremble co ſay the ſe- 
cond dearh.

three, and tothe South three: but becauſe God 
in Iuſtice hardens ſuch ſinners, not poſitively, 
but negatively, that is, Non impertiendo mali- 
tiam, ſed non .impertzendo gratian, ſayes Lum 
bird , nor by making them evill , but' by 
not making them good, leaving them ſtu- 
pid, bed-ridden, and ſpeechleſſe finners, with- 
out ſence, without motion, 'not able to doe 
or ſay fo much as- the Prodigall did, . T will 
Tiſe, or I would riſe, and goe romy Father. 
Hence now I paſſe to the ſecond -particular, 
Tz the dayes of 'thy youth. 
Why mthe dayes of onr-youth, more than 
"in the yeares of -euryouth : They thac have 
ferns out the ſhorteſt time for youth', allow 
-us from fourereene ro-thirtie  foure-,, but this 
is to put us in minde of uncertaintie of life, 
asif our youth- was but for a few 'dayes, or

Or itmcy bee without violence to the 
Text, you may take in the dayes of. thy 
youth ; for, .by the good actions done in 
thy youth , and then the ſenſe. will: bee, 
give teſtimonie that thou Remembreſt chy 
Creator, by thy well-doing, in thy youth ; 
for ſo may this word: Dayes. bee uſed : #- 
braham ( laid Moſes ) departed full of daies, 
Hec eſt. ( ſayes Aquinas ). plenus operibus lu- 
cis & diet : Neither doe I without warrant 
expound this Prepoſition 77. as; a cauſall, fig- 
nifying by ; ſo would ſome haveir meant in 
the verie firſt word of Gereſes, and fo ir is 1- 
ſed in the Pſalme, 1» wiſedome haft thou made 
them all. -. thatis, by wiſedome ; for the Son 
is the wiſedome of the Father : And ſo is 
it uſed in the firſt of the Hebrewes , iadan- 
ow Judy i Tw Vie hee ſpake ro us in his Sonne, 
thats, by his Son: ns 
Thus T have: done with the ſecond par- 
ticular , 1s the dayes of thy. youth, But that 
is not enough, the wiſe. man addes, now in 
the dayes of thy youth. I: fay now - for now 
is the Sabboth Day.,. to the hallowing of 
which, GOD prefixt, as hee did co my 
Text, a Remember, Remember.that thon Keep 
holy the Sabboth day. Np 
Secondly, remember him now, becauſe 
Ga no 
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no time is thine, but this verie now', whe- 
ther any bee to come it 1s uncerraine z and 
what it may bring with ir as uncertaine : 
That which is paſt is behinde thee, and ſee- 
irg thou art a Trayatler on earth , the-fur- 
ther thou journyeſt , the further thou lea- 
veſt it. 

Thirdly, Remember thy Creator now, 
becauſe now ,-in this'very moment, this ve- 
rie Article of time, docs he create thy bet- 
ter part, thy ſoule: for by the verie ſame ation 
by which it was firſt 'created, is it till this 
day created , is. this minute created , and 
ſhall bee created to all erernitie , ( miſtake 
mee nor”) the Conſervation of it in being , 
being . nothing elſe but - the ' Creation of 
it continued : fince therefore, God upholds 
thy ſonle in beingby the fame a&, by which 
hee gave ir being ( I meane thy ſoule onely, 
for hee did not in a proper ſence. create thy 
bodie ) and ſince no cauſe loſeth irs Name, 
or Formalitie, ill 'irs aQtuall influence , or 
cauſalitie ceaſe : who! ſees not that whenfoe- 
ver hee did firſt createir, yet he now creates 
it : hee 1s now thy Creator, therefore thou 
ſhalt now remember-him : if he be'thy be- 


'ginning, thou muft make him thy end: the 


firſt efficient, and the laſt end muſt needes 
bee co-incident : if hee doe for thee, thou 
muſt 
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muſt doe for him ; if hee now remember 
thee,thou muſt not now forget hims becauſe 
thou waſt at firſt deduced from him, : thou 
muſt bee thus reduced to him. CAlcinous 
-n this Introduftion to Plato fayes of him, 
ohue TO Wes myrifing ooargcrd's , hee held GOD 
. of a Sphzricall figure : and truely , though 
God bee of no figure, yet ( ro omit many 
inſtances ) hee ſeemes to love this figure: 
for as a Circle returnes into it ſelfe , and 
ends where it began ; ſo all things that were 
derived from him, (and what was nor de- 
rived from him 2 ) muſt end inhim : 1ſfer, £- 
chelous , Euphrates , and Ganges, all theſe 
Rivers flow from that mightie Well : and 
after all their windings, come to pay tribute, 
and fall with a loud noyſe intothat mightie 
Well. | ; BED

your Creator now , becauſe there was of 
late evill in your great Citie , the evill of 
Plague, but now 1s not, becauſe the Gy-
